The prior arts of record do not teach the following: 

In regards to claims 1, 14 and 18 the prior arts do not teach a routing 
control system/controller/method for use in a network having a plurality of nodes, 
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nodes including at least one master node and at least two slave node, routing control 
system/controller/method comprising: a spanning tree producing portion provided in 
master node which produces a spanning tree of network based on connection 
information of network and which delivers spanning tree to each slave node whenever 
connection information is received; a memorizing portion provided in each of nodes 
which memorizes spanning tree delivered from spanning tree producing portion as a 
routing table; and a health check portion provided in each of nodes which sends 
connection information to spanning tree producing portion when a topology change of 
network is detected; wherein spanning tree comprises a representation of a topology of 
network and comprises connection information regarding at least one node that is not 
directly connected to master node. 

The prior arts alone or in combination fail to jointly suggest or teach the 

claimed combination of features as taught by the instant application. Therefore claims 

1-20 are to be deemed allowable over prior art.
